’Touching  a  wide  mage  of  themes.  Ward  urged  continued 
sensitivity  hi  developing  nntianal  Chriatians  who  are  net 
dqwndent;  planttiig  tnetflutians  wfatoh  meah  with  the  cul¬ 
ture,  not  alaviahly  copy  American  siyiaa;  and  re-thinUng 
deploymant  of  mlasinng  peraonnel  to  avoid  mieeing  huge 
chunks  of  the  worldt  populatian.

Stonhifi,  beatiiics,  imprlaonment 
and  denial  of  the  riidit  of  pubUc  hor^ 
ship  have  characterised  the  harass¬ 
ment  that  began  when  Baptists  re¬ 
fused  to  contribute  flnsneiaBy  to  the 
esthetic  church  as  the  priest  de¬ 
manded.  The  Baptists  responded  Ttf 
declaring  their  faithfulness  to  Issue 
(Christ  aniy.
